The  clinic  has  grown  from  the  1937  total  of 
thirteen  rooms  to  the  present  sixty-fovir  refraction 
rooms;  all  complete  with  the  most  modern  optometric 
equipment.  This  undoubtedly  distinguishes  it  as  the 
outstanding  clinic  of  its  kind  in  the  nation.  This 
enormous  expansion  was  necessitated  by  the  hvige  m- 
flux  of  G.I.  students  following  World  War  II.  It 
has  included  the  recent  equipping  of  ten  rooms  which 
are  at  the  disposal  of  the  consulting  opthalniologists 
and  the  contact  lens  clinic. 

From  1931  to  1947,  41,260  patients  attended 


the  clinic.  In  1948,  26,000  patients  were  treated  at 
the  clinic.  The  latter  figure  is  sixty-one  percent  of 
the  previous  total  for  sixteen  years. 

The  clinic  staff  is  composed  of  twenty-two 
Optometrists  headed  by  Drs.  Friedlander  and  Yasko, 
and  twelve  administrative  assistants. 

For  the  clinician,  any  advantageous  change  in 
the  size  of  the  clinic,  the  equipment,  or  the  refractive 
procedure,  has  been  made  to  insure  his  adequate  prep- 
aration for  the  practice  of  optometry.

REFRACTING 
PROCEDURE 


A  patient  visiting  the  cHnic  for  the  first  time 
will  pass  through  the  following  sequences:  An  ap- 
pointment is  made  and  the  patient  reports  to  the 
reception  room  at  a  specified  time  and  is  assigned  to 
a  booth  and  clinician  who  will  be  responsible  for  all 
further  care. 

A  careful  case  history  is  taken  to  determine  the 
complaint  and  any  other  information  vital  to  the 
handling  of  the  case. 

Then  a  complete  external  ocular  and  ophthal- 
moscopic mternal  ocular  examination  is  performed  to 
verify  or  discount  an)'  pathology  which  may  affect 
vision.

the  twentv-one  point  analytical  examination  recom- 
mended by  the  Optometric  Extension  Program.  This 
includes  an  ophthalmometry  which  measures  the 
curvature  of  the  cornea  and  uncovers  any  irregular- 
ities. 

A  retinoscopy  is  then  performed  at  far  and 
near  to  objectively  determine  the  refractive  status  of 
the  eyes. 

Following  in  sequence  are  the  seventeen  subjec- 
tive tests  which  convey  a  complete  picture  of  the 
patient's  visual  problem. 

More  information  to  the  clinician  and  patient  on 
just  how  the  patient  sees  is  then  obtained  by  a  series 
of  tests  of  visual  skills. 


To  be  certain  there  are  no  blind  spots  or  con- 
strictions in  the  patient's  visual  fields  that  would  im- 
pair vision,  these  fields  are  plotted  by  various  instru- 
ments. 

Having  gathered  all  information  possible  from 
the  many  tests,  the  clinician  then  diagnoses  the  case 
and  consults  with  a  member  of  the  resident  staff  who 
checks  all  findings  and  the  diagnosis  before  giving 
approval  for  prescription,  visual  training  or  referral 
to  special  pathology  clinic. 

Dispensing  of  ophthalmic  corrections  is  care- 
fully performed  as  the  last  step  where  prescriptions 
are  necessary.

When  any  cases  of  suspected  or  actual  pathology 
are  discovered  by  the  clinician,  the  patient  is  given  a 
complete  visual  analysis  and  appointed  to  Special 
Pathology  Clinic.  There  a  consulting  ophthalmologist 
will  make  an  examination  and  recommend  any  neces- 
sary treatment  or  surgery.

The  Undergraduate  Council  on  Ethics  at 
Northern  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  came  into 
existence  on  October  26,  1946.

Handicapped  by  the  loss  of  several  key  per- 
formers from  the  previous  year's  aggregation  and 
playing  a  much  stronger  schedule,  the  NICO  Colonels 
of  1948-49  could  only  show  three  victories  in 
thirteen  games  as  their  hardwood  record  for  the 
season.

Although  graduation  took  a  heavy  toll  among 
the  members  of  the  strong  1948  team,  the  NICO 
Colonels  assembled  another  powerful  team  for  the 
1949  season  and  compiled  a  fine  record  for  the  year, 
losing  but  two  games  during  the  campaign  to  colle- 
giate opponents. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  much  experimentation  was 
being  done  in  order  to  determine  what  positions  the 
candidates  for  the  team  could  play  best,  coupled  with 
the  process  of  general  reorganization,  the  Colonels 
started  slowly,  dropping  their  first  tilt  of  the  season 
to  Illinois  Tech.  The  Colonels  then  defeated  North 
Park  and  Illinois  Navy  Pier,  before  bowing  to  George 
Williams  College.  NICO  finished  the  intercollegiate 
schedule  with  a  pair  of  triumphs  over  the  5  th  Army 
and  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry,  the  latter 
being  a  victim  by  a  topheavy  margin. 

The  Colonels  confined  their  activities  during 
most  of  the  past  summer  to  play  in  a  fast  south  side 


semi-pro  league  and,  after  waging  a  spirited  battle 
for  first  place  in  the  league  standings  for  several 
weeks  they  succumbed  to  the  fast  pace  of  the  eventual 
league  champions  and  finished  in  second  place. 

Coach  and  sparkplug  of  the  diamond  nine 
throughout  the  season  was  Al  Hindelang,  peppery 
little  receiver.  Hindelang  hit  at  a  lofty  .43  3  clip 
for  the  year  to  lead  all  Colonel  hitters.  Included 
among  his  hit  total  were  three  homers,  four  triples 
and  four  doubles. 

Jim  Henderson,  who  divided  his  time  between 
first  base  and  the  outfield,  followed  Hindelang  with  a 
.3  91  average  for  the  season.  Ken  Brophy  with  .364, 
Mike  Bohara  with  .322,  Paul  Verhagen,  who  hit  .310, 
and  Rudy  Barrera,  with  .3  07,  were  the  other  players 
whose  batting  average  for  the  year  was  above  .3  00.

N.I.C.O.  GOLFERS 


The  NICO  golf  team,  with  a  record  of  five 
victories  in  a  like  number  of  matches,  was  the  only 
Colonel  varsity  sports  aggregation  to  finish  its  season 
undefeated  in  1949. 

Led  by  Tom  Robertson,  a  Virginia  boy  who  was 
the  Chicago  City  Amateur  Champion  in  1948  as  well 
as  winner  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon  Intercollegiate 
Tourney  in  1946,  the  NICO  linksmen  defeated  the 
Illinois  Navy  Pier,  University  of  Chicago,  De  Paul 
University,  and  Illinois  Tech  during  the  short  season, 
with  Illinois  Navy  Pier  being  subdued  twice.  The 
University  of  Chicago,  which  usually  fields  a  strong 
golf  team,  was  able  to  win  but  one  singles  match  out 
of  six  played  and  lost  all  three  doubles  to  the  Colonels, 
which  is  added  testimony  to  the  ability  displayed  by 
the  NICO  golfers. 


NICO  finished  second  to  Loyola  in  the  Chicago 
Intercollegiate  Tournament  and  in  the  four-man 
playoff  to  determine  the  low  medalist,  Robertson  was 
runner-up  to  Atten  of  Loyola. 

Golfers  who  earned  letters  for  the  season  were 
Robertson,  Al  Hill,  Tom  Cremer,  Phil  McDonel,  Phil 
Regan,  Bob  Lockhart,  Jim  Swaim,  and  Lou  Fry.  Hill, 
who  formerly  was  champion  of  the  Citadel,  and 
Cremer,  former  state  champion  of  Vermont,  consist- 
ently turned  in  low  scores  in  the  matches  to  contribute 
valuable  points  to  the  winning  totals.  The  remaining 
members  of  the  team,  though  not  as  consistently 
successful  against  their  opponents  as  Robertson,  Hill, 
and  Cremer,  came  through  in  fine  fashion  and  are 
due  much  credit  for  their  part  in  the  untarnished 
record  posted  by  the  team.

NICO  returned  to  the  field  of  intercollegiate 
tennis  competition  in  1949  in  a  highly  successful 
manner,  the  varsity  netmen  playing  a  total  of  five 
engagements  and  emerging  triumphant  in  four  of  the 
encounters. 

Illinois  Tech,  traditionally  one  of  the  strongest 
teams  in  the  Midwest,  put  the  lone  blemish  on  an 
otherwise  perfect  record  and  this  defeat  was  avenged 
by  the  Colonel  nettcrs  in  a  later  meeting  of  the  two 
teams.  In  both  of  the  meetings,  the  outcome  was 
decided  by  the  results  of  one  match,  which  indicates 
how  evenly  the  two  teams  were  matched. 

NICO  had  little  trouble  with  the  other  two 
opponents  on  the  schedule,  trouncing  Roosevelt  Col- 
lege twice  and  George  Williams  College  once  without 
too  much  effort.

When  graduation  forced  Bob  Krack  to  terminate 
his  successful  tenure  as  atheletic  director,  Al  Hinde- 
lang,  one  of  the  mainstays  of  NICO  athletic  teams 
for  the  past  two  years,  fell  heir  to  the  task  of  guiding 
the  school's  athletic  destinies.
